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Amona the numerous proofs of the advancement of knowledge at the 
present day is that of having different newspapers suitable to the different 
classes who read them. Formerly one dull gazette, which contained 
scarcely anything interesting to ladies but the deaths and marriages, was 
the only newspaper used by a whole family; but now every individual 
may have a newspaper suitable to his exclusive taste. ‘The speculator has 
his Railway Gazette; the horticulturist has his Gardeners’ Chronicle 
and United Gardeners’ Journal ; the lover of wit and humour has Punch ; 
and those who have a taste for serious reading have their Literary 
Gazette and Atheneum. The lawyer, the surgeon, the farmer, the archi- 
tect, the builder,—in short, almost all classes,—have their separate news- 
paper; and it would, indeed, be hard if ladies were not indulged with 
the same privilege. 

It is a sure mark of a well-constituted state of society when ladies have 
pleasures and enjoyments peculiarly their own. Woe be to the country 
where women lose the thousand little delicacies of their sex, and identify 
themselves with men! Women are especially designed by nature to 
make home happy; and those men who are most busily engaged during 
the day, struggling with the cares and difficulties of the world, are gene- 
rally precisely those who enjoy most fervently the pleasures and comforts 
of a fireside. The force of contrast is too delightful not to be keenly 
felt ; and, after a man has been contending in the stormy courts of law, 
or in the bustle of a city, few things can afford a more agreeable relaxation 
than to look round on elegantly-dressed women engaged in fancy works, 
and to listen to a song or music, or to lively conversation, by which the 
mind may be amused without being fatigued.

AUTOGRAPH LETTER FROM HER MAJESTY QUEEN 
VICTORIA TO BARON CORNELIUS, 


Our readers will remember that we were the 
first to lay before the English public a description 
of the splendid shield presented as a baptismal 
gift to the Prince of Wales, by his royal god- 
father the King of Prussia. A minute and au- 
thentic account of the exquisite bas-reliefs which 
adorn this unique work of art appeared in No. 7 
of the Lapy’s Newsparrr. We are now enabled 
to state, on the authority of a letter from Berlin, 
that Baron Cornelius, the celebrated artist from 
whose designs the bas-reliefs were executed, has 
been honoured by a letter of thanks from her 
Majesty Queen Victoria. The letter is an auto- 
graph, and is written in the German language. 
Among other things her Majesty says :— 

“T hope that my son, in whose name I write, because 
he is not yet able to write himself, will one day prove, 
by his taste and love of art, that he is worthy of the 
splendid gift presented to him by his royal godfather.” 

Prince Albert has also written to Baron Cornelius, 
expressing his high admiration of the designs for 
the bas-reliefs, which his Royal Highness justly 
characterizes as rare specimens of modern art,

Theobald Mathew three hundred pounds per 
annum. Looking at the miserable and disgrace- 
fully inefficient means which have been set aside 
for the use of men of letters, when overtaken by 
age or misfortune, we cannot withhold our admi- 
ration of the judgment which has been exercised 
in this selection. But we'hope still to see, during 
the reign of Victoria, the appropriative sum in- 
creased to at least ten times its present amount, 
Thus may be put to silence and shame the sneers 
of the mean, the grovelling, and the unprincipled, — 
who would measure even Mind, by Mammon ! 
We cannot help thinking that the question of a 
supply of Capital to certain Ivish Railways may 
be very safely left in the hands of the Govern- 
ment; for a more legitimate mode of relieving dis- 
tress and ensuring industrial progress there cannot 
be; nor should the obvious distinctions between 
the two countries be here resorted to.

_ In Mexico, Santa Anna, no longer the idol of the 
peoples has beeti compelled to yield the dictatorship 
to Herrera; while the Americans approach, to 
concentrate around the capital. To speculate on 
the issue at such a tine is impossible. We hope 
it will prove to be the ‘** beginning of the end’ of 
American interference.

tention of becoming president) was published, and it 
appears the prosperity of the charity is rapidly in- 
creasing, so. much so, indeed, that several additional 
candidates have recently been admitted; several ap- 


plications, however, have been made on behalf of deaf 


and dumb. pupils discharged from the Kent-road 
Asylum and other institutions in the country, which 
the committee have been unable to entertain, The 
report states that the committee have enlarged the 
shoemaking and tailoring departments to the fullest 
extent permitted by the funds, and, in addition to the 
inmates at present learning trades in the institution 
(amounting to twenty); a number of deaf and dumb 
are employed at their own homes, In the ehapel 
prayers are read every day, in the morning before 
going to work, and in the evening after work is over ; 
there are also two services, morning and evening, 
conducted every Sunday, which continue to be well 
attended, There are at present seven females in the 
institution learning dressmaking, needlework, house- 
work, and shoebinding; most of them came into the 
institution in great ignorance of secular and divine 
things, but the committee are glad to be able to report 
favourably of their improvement. There have been 
320 cases of deaf and dumb persons relieved, after due 
examination, with small donations of money, food, and 
clothing ; and others who have applied at the institu- 
tion have been aided and counselled in obtaining em- 
ployment. 

The solemn and imposing ceremony of conse- 
crating four colonial bishops was on Tuesday 
morning performed by his Grace the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, in Westminster Abbey, assisted by 
the Bishop of London, the Bishop of Winches- 
ter, the Bishop of Gloucester, the Bishop of Lich- 
field, and the Bishop of Rochester, who were sup- 
ported by the Bishops of Chichester, St. Asaph, Ox- 
ford, Tasmania, Madras, the Very Rev. the Dean of 
Westminster, the subdean, the canons, with other 
prelates and clergymen, amounting to a considerable 
number. Amongst the congregation were many no- 
blemen and ladies of title and distinction. The bishops 
designate were Dr, Gray, for Cape Town; Dr. Tyr- 
rell, for Newcastle; Dr. Short, for Adelaide; and Dr. 
Perry, for Melbourne. 

On Tuesday a plan was exhibited at the Mansion- 
house for the formation of a new street, from Victoria- 
street, through King-street, into West Smithfield, 
obviating the necessity for vehicles descending the 
dangerous declivity of Holborn-hill, and opening a 
direct line of communication from New Oxford-street 
to the Eastern Counties Railway. 

On Monday the adjourned inquiry as to the death 
of Frederick Messenger, aged fifty-six, and Mary 
Thiselton, forty-four, caused by the falling of an arch 


in Bermondsey, was resumed by Mr, W. Carter and: 


the jury, in the board-room of Bermondsey Workhouse. 
—Mr. Thomas Grissell, of York-road, Lambeth, the 
eminent builder, was sworn, and deposed that he had 
examined the remains of the arch, at the request. 0 
the engineer to the company. ‘I'he, bricks; mortar, 
and cement were of the best, sort,. He saw nothing 
connected with the works which coul ateount, for the 
accident; but it would have been prudent to have 
stopped up the roadway while the. work was going 
on.—Mr. Samuel Beazley, of Soho-square, the archi- 
tect, had examined the portion of the arch re- 
maining, and was of opinion the materials were 
of the best sort. Looking to the whole work, he 
was perfectly satisfied that everything had been done 
that such an arch required. He quite agreed with 
Mr. Grissell, except that the abutments were not in 
the least shaken.—Several other witnesses having 
been examined, the jury returned the following special 
verdict :—‘‘ We are unanimously of opinion that the 
deceased Frederick Messenger. and Mary Thiselton 
were accidentally killed; and we, the jury, are de- 
sirous of recommending to the contractors of such 
works to apply to the proper authorities for leave to 
stop up any public way over which an arch is to be 
turned, more particularly in the Striking of a centre, so 
as to prevent any such occurrence as this for the 
future.” 

An affray of a very serious an 
racter occurred on Tuesday at K ensington-park, Not- 
ting-hill, arising out of an attempt made to revive 
there the fair which was held in Hyde-park in 1838, in 
honour of her Majesty’s coronation, and the resistance 
made to the undertaking on the part of the owners of 
the property. Notwithstanding this opposition, the 
speculators succeeded in erecting a variety of vans, 
shows, and booths; and as the police had reason to be- 
lieve that this otctipation of the land would not be 
submitted to teeth and that precautions were neces- 
Sary to preserve the peace, an inspector and about 
fifty constables were on the spot at an early hour in 
the morning, and soon afterwards the agent of the

who had underlet the ground to the persons now hold- 
ing possession. The attendants were armed ith 
hammers, hatchets, &c., for the purpose of dismantling 
the temporary erections, in tase of refusal, and were 

rovided with horses arid carts to convey them away.

nine, were playing in the road, and although the 
driver, who was proceeding at a moderate pace, and 
cried out, none of the unfortunate lads were able to 
retreat before the horses came upon them, and the 
deceased James, brother to John Pottinger, being the 
first knocked down, the wheels passed over him, and 
he was killed on the spot. John, living with his pa- 
rents in Newport-market, was likewise seriously in- 
jured, having sustained a broken leg, and a disloca- 
tion of the collar bone, besides other extensive 
injuries. Wilkinson was also severely bruised in se- 
veral parts, and sustained a compound comminuted 
fracture of the left arm, with an occipital injury. The 
little sufferers were all taken to the Charing-cross Hos- 
pital, and the surviving ones placed under the charge 
of Mr. John Steggall, the house surgeon, who consi- 
ders them to be seriously injured. 

Weregret to state that a serious accident occurred 
to the Marquis of Londonderry while riding in the vi- 
cinity of Belgrave-square on Sunday evening. It 
appears the noble marquis, shortly before five o’clock, 
rode out on horseback, followed by a groom, taking 
the direction of Belgrave-square. His lordship had 
ridden as far as the residence of Lord John Russell, 
in Chesham-place, which adjoins that of his son, Vis- 
count Castlereagh, when his horse stumbled and fell, 
rolling for an instant over the noble rider. The acci- 
dent was witnessed by a policeman on duty near the 
Premier’s mansion, who with some other persons ex- 
tricated the noble lord from his perilous position, and 
immediately conveyed him to the residence of Vis- 
count Castlereagh, Ere many minutes had elapsed 
several medical gentlemen were in attendance, and it 
was ascertained. that, although his lordship had re- 
ceived some, severe bruises, no fracture had taken 
place. , After some time the noble marquis so far ral- 
ied as to be in a condition for removal to Holdernesse- 
house, Park-lane, where he was immediately attended 
by Mr. Liston, the eminent surgeon, and other gen- 
tlemen. res i 

About a quarter before eleven o’clock on Tuesday 
night a most audacious robbery and assault was com- 
mitted in Mile-erid-road on the person of Mr. Edward 
Rountree, a gentleman in her Majesty’s Customs, 
residing at 22, West-street, Mile-end-road, who was 
returning home, accompanied by his wife. When 
neatly opposite the London Hospital an attempt was 
made by two fellows to pick his pocket, and, while 
turning round to prevent them, he received a severe 
blow on the face from one of their accomplices, which 
knocked him down, and, before he recovered, a valuable 
gold watch and chain was stolen from his person. 
Notwithstanding the alarm raised, the thieves succeeded 
in escaping. . 

About six o’clock on Tuesday evening a most la- 
mentable attempt at suicide was made by Mrs. Mosely, 
aged 24, of Camden-town. It appears that at that 
period Mr. Mosely had just gone out, and the unfor- 
tunate creature, having lately become very despon- 
dent, though she assigned no reason to any one for 
her depression, procured some laudanum.and drank 
off a most powerful dose, and then called out aloud 
that she had poisoned herself.. The, servant and 
others, however, soon came to her assistance, and the 
poor creature was immediately conveyed to the Uni- 
versity College Hospital, and placed under the care 
of Dr. Thompson, one of the resident physicians; but 
she remains in a very precarious State. She had not 
long been united to her husband, and the cause of her 
making the rash attempt remains as yet a mystery. 

An inquest was held on Tuesday by Mr. Bedford, at 
the Red Lion, Princes-street, Westminster, on the 
body of Charles Barnett, aged 63, clerk to a wine- 
merchant, The evidence went to show that about nine 
o’clock on Friday morning last a cart laden with tim- 
ber and drawn by one horse, belonging to Mr, Cham- 
berlain, of the Belvedere-road, Lambeth, was crossing 
Westminster-bridge, when In passing a distiller’s 
waggon the horse became restive, mM) consequence of 
a loud rattling of tins on the vehicle. The driver, who 
had hold of the animal’s bridle, did all in his power to 
stop and quiet it, without effect, and at length over- 
powered he let go his hold_of the animal, which ran on 
to the footpath on the left-hand side of the bridge. 
The deceased, who was walking along, was knocked 
down by the shaft, and the off wheel passed over both 
his legs. He was conveyed to the Westminster 
Hospital, having received a compound fracture of the 
left thigh; he sunk and died on Saturday evening from 
the shock arising from the accident. It was stated 
that this was the second person who had been killed by 
the same horse, but there was nothing to show that 
the animal was anywise viciously inclined. Verdict, 
‘‘ Accidental death.”

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER, 


Paris, June 29, 

The new play, ‘Intrigue et Amour,” continues 
to draw crowded audiences to the ‘Théitre His- 
torique. I mentioned in my last that this picce is 
a translation of Schiller’s ‘* Kabal und Liebe,”’ by 
Alexandre Dumas. This popular writer is now 
engaged in preparing a translation of Schiller’s 
“Don Carlos,” which is also intended for repre- 
sentation at the Théatre Historique. 

The Parisians are quite au desespoir on the sub- 
ject of Jenny Lind. It is understood that the 
Swedish Nightingale has positively refused to 
enter into any engagement to sing in Paris, ‘This 
resolution of the prima donna involves a twofold 
disappointment; for, unless Jenny Lind can be 
prevailed on to sing, the manager of the Paris 
Opera will find it impossible to obtain a new work 
from the composer of * Robert le Diable.’’ 

This present tine weather is favourable to the 
public gardens and other places of amusement, and 
every evening throngs of company repair, to St. 
Cloud, to Versailles, to Ranelagh, and especially to 
Enghien, The latter is the favourite rendezyous of 
fashion. The delicious lake—that bijou of Nature— 
is, in itself, a charm sufficient to attract the throngs 
whom the railway transports thither every Wed- 
nesday evening. ‘To the amusement of Versailles 
will shortly be added an Italian operatic company, 
under the management of Signor ‘Torriglioni, him- 
self a singer, who has attained considerable re- 
putation in Italy. During the summer season 
Versailles contains a number of opulent residents 
sufficient to form a dilettante audience. ‘The impres- 
sario proposes bringing out all the most remarkable 
works of contemporary lyric composers, especially 
Verdi, of whose operas only three are as, yet known 
in France, though all are characterized by beauty 
of the highest order. “ 

The announcement in the papers will have ac- 
quainted you with the intended assembling o 
troops for the camp of Compiégne. It is believed 
that the camp will be formed about the, 25th of 
August. ‘lhe troops will be ranged in two dis- 
tinct divisions, one under the orders of the Duke 
d’Aumale, and the other under those of General 
Aupick. The Duke de Montpensier, it is said, 
will be placed at the head of one of the brigades, 
and the chief command is to be entrusted to the 
Duke de Nemours, Orders have been given to 
prepare the apartments of the palace. It appears 
certain that all the Belicesces of the Royal Family 
will rettinda, FAB during the continuance of the 
camp, and that tie ing and Queen will pay a 
visit of a week. 

Our Parisian actresses are continually figuring 
in courts of justice. A few days ago a case, in 
which the name of the celebrated actress Rachel 
was introduced, came before the Civil Tribune of 
the Seine, Some credito:s of her sister, Mlle, 
Sarah Félix, an actress at one of the theatres of 
the Boulevarts, not being able to get their money, 
caused the furniture of the apartment in which she 
resided to be seized; but Mile. Rachel declared 
that the furniture was hers, and. that her sister 
only resided in her apartment as her guest. ‘The 
advocate for the creditors attempted to show that 
the size of the dresses found at the apartment, and 
the initials on certain pieces of plate, proved that 
Mile, Sarah was really the person to whom the 
lodging and furniture belonged, but the tribunal 
took a different view of the matier, and ordered 
the proceedings to be discontinued. 

A letter from Berlin of the 24th says :—‘ Baron 
de Cornelius, author of the designs of the bas- 
reliefs which ornament the silver and gold shield 
which King Frederick William latcly sent as a 
baptismal present to his godson the Prince of 
Wales, has received an autograph letter of thanks, 
in the German language, from Queen Victoria. 
Among other things her Majesty says :—‘I hope 
that one day my son, in whose name I write, be- 
cause he is not able to write himself, will prove by 
his intelligence, and by his love of the fine aris, 
that he is worthy of the chef-d’@uvre which his 
royal godfather has presented to him.’ ”’ F 

About a year ago a cargo of 500 broomsticks 
arrived here from a port in Germany, and, not 
being claimed by the consignee, were conveyed to 
the Queen’s warehouse attached to the Custom- 
house. Last week one of the sticks was acci- 
dentally broken, when lo! it was found to be 
partly hollow, and to contain a considerable quan- 
tity of manufactured tobacco.

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ROYAL COMMISSION OF THE FINE ARTS. 
WESTMINSTER HALL. 

This exhibition, pursuant to notices issued by 
her Majesty’s commissioners of Fine Arts in 1844, 
was opened to the public on Monday last, and has 
every day since been crowded, not only by the 
élite of our nobility, but by the lovers of the Fine 
Arts generally. 

Her Majesty and Prince Albert, accompanied by 
the King and Queen of the Belgians and suite, 
inspected the exhibition on Friday last. 

The commissioners have divided the premiums 
into three classes of £500, £300, and £200 each. 
The successful candidates in the first class are F. 
R. Pickersgill, G. F. Watts, and Edward Armi- 
tage; in the second class, John Cross, Paul Fal- 
coner Poole, and J. Noel Paton ; and in the third 
class James Eckford Lauder, Charles Lucy, and 
John Callcott Horsley. 

Our space this week prevents our going fully 
inte the merits of the exhibition; yet we cannot 
help recording our opinion upon a few of the prin- 
cipal pictures. 

No. i7. ‘ Burial of Harold at Waltham Abbey 
A.D. 1066,’ F. R. Pickersgill. A fine broad, na- 
tural, and powerfally-painted picture. The light 
falling on the lifeless figure of Harold is extremely 
well managed for effect, and the painting of it 
most beautiful ; indeed, the whole picture is the 
work of a most accomplished artist. 

No. 31. ‘The Battle of Meance,’ Edward A. 
Armitage. This is the largest picture in the room, 
and one of the very best: it is a masterly pro- 
duction, of a most difficult subject, full of inven- 
tion, and beautifully coloured. 

No. 28. * Alfred inciting the Saxons to prevent 
the Landing of the Danes, by Encountering them 
at Sea,’ G, F. Watts. There is a boldness and 
originality about the treatment of this subject; 
some of the figures are also well drawn; but the 
colouring is much more like art than nature, 

No. 44, ‘Richard Coeur de Lion forgiving Ber- 
trand De Gourdon,’ John Cross, There is a great 
deal of merit in the arrangement of this composi- 
tion, particularly in the grouping of the fore- 
ground figures. The character of Bertrand is 
nobly conceived and well executed, and the soldier 
cutting his bonds is well and forcibly delineated. 

No. 11. ‘Edward’s Generosity to the People of 
Calais during the Siege of 1346,’ Paul F. Poole. 
This picture is a very tine specimen of this artist’s 
peculiar talent of treating every variety of human 
suffering. Each figure in this admirable picture is 
executed with a painful reality that absolutely 
causes the beholder to shudder at its contemplation. 
The blind girl, the brother carrying the attenuated 
form of his sick sister, and the anxious expression 


, of the girl over her expiring father, are each mas-

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that produced such a picture might have been 
employed upon some more congenial subject ; but, 
perhaps, this picture may produce its desired 
effect in depicting the horrors of war in all its dire 
reality. 

Nos, 24 and 97. ‘Reconciliation of Oberon and 
Titania,’ and ‘Christ Bearing the Cross,’ J. Noel 
Paton. Two pictures by this artist, and both of 
great merit, particularly ‘Oberon and Titania.’ 
Although comparatively a small picture in this 
exhibition, it is full of fancy, good drawing, and 
fine colouring. The numerous fantastic groups 
which every way meet the eye in this splendid 
composition are full of the finest thought and 
imagination. We have one little fairy drawn in a 
carriage composed of a bubble, another in a battle 
with a frog, and another in a conflict with a 
spider ; in tact, in every corner of the picture the 
eye is met with some quaint device. ‘The picture 
altogether is one of the most popular and pleasing 
in the exhibition. . 

No. 93. ‘ Parable of Forgiveness,’ James FE, 
Lauder, Although this picture is placed in the 
third class, we cannot help thinking it one of the 
very best in the hall. It is finely conceived and 
ably executed. ‘The grouping may be objected to 
as not being sufficiently connected, but it is alto- 
gether a work of great thought and masterly execu- 
tion. iat 

No. 34. ‘The Departure of the Primitive Puritans 
or Pilgrim Fathers to the Coast of America, a.p. 
1620,’ Charles Lucy. There has been much care 
and study bestowed on this work, and some of the 
figures display great knowledge and power of ex- 
pression. : 

46. ‘Henry V., when Prince of Wales, be- 
lieving the King to be dead, takes the crown from 
the cushion,’ John Callcott Horsley. There is 
some fine colouring in this picture, and the general 
treatment is good, but the figure of the prince is 
out of drawing, which spoils it as a whole. Having 
now noticed all the prize pictures, we must close 
our notice for the present ; we may, however, tifer 
to the exhibition again, as there are many other 
pictures well worthy of especial notice, 
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Travels in the Steppes of the Caspian Sea, the Crimea, 
Caucasus, §c. By Xavier Hommaire Le Hell. 
(1 vol. Chapman and Hall.) 


It is not often that we can welcome a scientific 
inquirer who travels out of the record of his im- 
mediate pursuits; but M. De Hell deserves to be 
excepted. His immediate object was to investigate 
the geology of the Crimea and of New Russia, and 
to resolve the great question of the rupture of the 
Bosphorus ; but, as his stay extended over a period 
of five years in Southern Russia, he deemed it 
advisable to give to his work a more popular cha- 
racter, and to enter upon questions in connection 
with history, industrial progress, and statistics. 
In the latter portion he has been mainly assisted 
by Madame De Hell; and together they have pro- 
duced one of the most interesting books of travels 
that has recently appeared in an English dress, 
One very obvious quality of this work is its ex- 
treme candour—a quality so rare in works on 
Russia, that we are not sure that any other of re- 
cent production even approximates to the truth. 
Do, then, the precautions of the Haute Police ex- 
tend beyond the frontier? We knownot, and care 
as little; but here, at all events, is a Knight of 
St. Vladimir who sets an admirable example. 
Neither he nor his clever wife are at all disposed 
to wink at corruption even in the territories of a 
Czar. The reader may, therefore, form some no- 
tion of the spirit of the work; and if he opens it 
at the chapter which describes ‘‘ three celebrated 
women’’—Madame de Krudener, Princess Galitzin, 
and Madame de Lamothe—he will understand it 
all the better: for the observations we have made. 
These ladies were banished to the Crimea for being 
unhappily, in the opinion of the court of St. Pe- 
tersburg, too religious! That the Czar is in Rus- 
sia but an instrument in the hands of his council 
is but too evident, for Madame de Krudener pos- 
sessed extraordinary influence over the Emperor 
Alexander, who yet could not prevent her exile! 
We cannot select a better sample of the de- 
scriptive portion of the work than the visit to the 
Bagdad-lhke Bagtche Serai in the Crimea :— 


‘‘ We were impatient to see Bagtche Serai, its 
palace and its fountains which have been sung by 
Pushkin, the Russian nightingale ; and this impatience, 
which increased as we approached our journey’s end, 
prevented us from visiting different spots which less 
hasty travellers would not have disdained, Every 
mountain, valley, or village, has some peguliar inte- 
rest of its own. There were aqueducts, old bridges, 
and half-ruined towers in every direction to tell of an 
ancient civilization; but all these interested us less, 
perhaps, than the modest dwelling in which Pallas 
long resided, and where he ended his days. 

‘* Bagtche Serai has completely retained its national 
character in consequence of-an ukase of Catherine IL., 
empowering the Tatars to retain complete possession 
of their own capital. You would. fancy yourself 
in the heart of the East, in walking through the 
narrow streets of the town, the mosques, shops, and 
cemeteries of which so much resemble those of the old 
quarters of Constantinople. But itis especially in the 
courts, gardens, and kiosks of the harem of the old 

‘palace that the traveller may well believe himself 
transported into some delicious abode of Aleppo or 
Bagdad.” * * i. * * * 

‘During the brilliant period in which the khans 
reigned in the Crimea, the seat of Government alter- 
nated between Eski Krim and Tchoufout Kaleh, until 
the beginning of the sixteenth century, when Bagtche 
Serai was made the capital. : 

‘One would hardly recognise in the simple and 
orderly ‘latars of the present day the descendants of 
those fierce Mongols who imposed their sway on a part 
of Western Europe. There is a great difference between 
the Tatars of the coast and those of the mountains. 
The former have been rendered covetous, knavish, and 
treacherous by their continual intercourse with the 
Rassians; whilst their mountain brethren have re- 
tained the patriarchal manners that distinguish the 
Asiatic people. 
The Tatar’s best room, and the best which his house 
and his table can afford, are offered to his guest with a 
cordial alacrity that forbids the very idea of a refusal ; 
and he would deem it an insult to be offered any other 
payment than a friendly grasp of the hand. ; 

“The Tatar women, without being handsome, dis- 
play a timid grace that makes them singularly en- 
gaging. In public they wear a long white veil, the 
two ends of which hang over their shoulders, and they 
are particularly remarkable for their complete freedom 
from every appearance of vulgarity. We saw none at 
Bagtche Serai but those of the poorer classes; the 
women of the mourzas (nobles) and beys (princes) live 
quite retired and never show themselves in public. 

“‘ But to reiurn to the palace of Bagtche Serai. It 
is no easy task to describe the charm of this mysterious 
and splendid abode, in which the voluptuous khans 

Ew ot all the cares of life: it is not to be done, as in 
a a E Laione of our palaces, by analyzing the style, 
as n , and details of the rich architecture, and

less appreciable by every one. But one must be some- 
thing of a poet tu appreciate a Turkish palace; its 
charms must be sought, not in what one sees, but in 
what one feels.”

HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

It has seldom fallen to our lot to take up our pen 
with so much pleasure as we do at this moment; gene- 
rally there is some drawback to our delight, some 
point we are constrained to censure, notwithstanding 
our wish to do otherwise... In speaking of the new 
ballet divertissement produced here on pegs last; 
entitled ‘“‘ Les Elemens,”’ our task becomes a labour 
of love; for, to.us, it is always most agreeable to 
praise, and in this insta ce we have nought else to do, 
‘¢ Les Elémens ”’ is decidedly the most beautiful diver- 
tissement ever produced, and is, indeed, exactly what 
such chiprearphtc affairs should be, namely, a vehicle 
wherein may be exhibited to the greatest advantage 
the peculiar beauties of the artistes, without their dis, 
plays being hampered by long unmeaning scenes of 
gesticulation intended to express some feeling which 
the audience, by no possibility ever understand, ‘‘ Les 
Elemens’’ possesses none of this useless pantomimical 
display, but is from first to last made up of the most 
beautiful dances, This divertissement is the inyen- 
tion of M, Perrot, the arranger of some of the best 
ballets ever produced— La Esmeralda’’ amongst 
others. ‘The scene opens with a rural view, admirably 
painted by Mr. Marshall, in the centre of which stands 
an old tree, at whose base is seen some golden wheat. 
‘The leaves of the tree begin to move, the corn opens, 
and a bower is formed. tn this style of scenic inge- 
nuity Mr. Marshall is quite unrivalled. From this 
bower the representatives of The Earth, Miles. Cassan, 
James, Thevenot, and Honoré, come forth, and per- 
form some exceedingly agreeable pas, ‘The bower 
then disappears, and behind it a lake is discovered 
in which an aquatic car, with the element Water, 
personated by Carolina Rosati, is. floating. The 
next change takes place by a fiery mountain rising 
from beneath the stage, which bursts open and 
discovers Carlotta Grisi as Fire. The last element 
now comes forth — Air, and never did the air 
itself find a more airy representative than was beheld 
in the lovely Cerito. ‘Che elements now try their 
powers to subdue cach other, and /’re, notwithstand- 
ing the intensity of Carlotta, appears to stand a fair 
chance of being put out by the flood of elegance 
brought against her by Rosati. arth and Air inter- 
pose; Air cools Fire, and Larth gives a check to 
Water, ‘To describe with true justice the scintilla- 
tions thrown off by Carlotta, the flowery steps of arth, 
the limpid undulations of Rosati, or the airy floatings 
of Cerito—like gossamer sporting upon the soft 
southern breeze—would be impossible. All who wish 
to witness the perfection of dancing must see ‘ Les 
Elémens.’’ Every dance was encored, and bouquets 
without number were showered upon the danseuses. 
At the fall of the curtain M. Perrot appeared with his 
fair supporters, and received his well-merited share of 
the universal approbation of the audience. ‘The opera 
performed before ‘The Elements’ was ‘4 Ernani,” 
one of Verdi’s dullest operas. It was most admirably 
rendered by Madame Castellan, Superchi, Bouché, 
and Fraschini. 

The performances during the past week have em- 
braced no feature of novelty.. The theatre has been 
crowded every evening ; numbers were disappointed 
on Tuesday by Jenny Lind not singing on that night— 
Tuesday, hitherto, having been one of her nights.

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PROVINCIAL. 

The new church of St. Cuthber‘’s, Bedford, is to be 
consecrated by the Lord Bishop of Ely on Thursday 
next. Sermons will be preached in the morning and 
evening by the Rev. 'T. Dale, A.M., rector of St. Pan- 
cras, and canon residentiary of St. Paul’s, London; 
and during the first week in September, a bazaar is to 
be held in aid of the funds for its erection. 

Last week an explosion of gun-cotton took place at 
the Congreve rocket manufactory of Mr. F. Wade, 
West Ham, Essex, which was attended by the destruc- 
tion of a large portion of the factory and the loss of 
three human lives. An inquest was held on Saturday, 
when the jury, not being satisfied that every precaution 
had been taken, adjourned the inquiry, that they might 
obtain the opinion of some scientific gentleman. 

An.alarming collision occurred on Friday morning 
near the southern terminus of the Newcastle and Ber- 
wick Railway, happily, however, without producing 
any serious injuries. Some of the Tynemouth passen- 
gers and one of the stokers were, the principal suffer- 
ers, but fortunately only to the extent of a few bruises. 

The Ayr Advertiser of ‘Thursday states that an 
attempt was made on Friday evening, by some wicked 
person, to throw a train off the rails of the Glasgow 
and Ayrshire Railway, near Dalry. <A quantity of 
stones were laid upon the rail in such a way as would 
have secured the object, had the obstruction not been 
observed and removed by a surfaceman. Sometime 
after one of the contractors, coming past the spot, saw 
a piece of an iron railway chair tirmly fixed on the 
same rail, which leads to the suspicion that the wretch 
who placed the stones must have been lying in the 
neighbourhood, watching the result of his murderous 
attempt. 

A few days ago, as a young female, daughter of a 
labouring man named Greaves, residing at Gow- 
thwaite, near Preston, was preparing some peas for 
boiling, part of them fell to the ground, and whilst she 
was. picking these up the dish containing the re- 
mainder by some means or other got overturned, and 
a pea fell into her ear, The girl in vain attempted to 
getit out.

poor girl’s relief have hitherto proved unavailing, and 
that she continues in a very dangerous state.

Anaccident of the most appalling character occurred 
on Tuesday at the factory of the Messrs. Fry, in 
Union-street, Bristol, the manufacturers of the well- 
known “Churchman’s milk chocolate.” The ma- 
chinery employed by the Messrs. Fry in their business 
is driven by steam, and between twelve and one o’clock 
that day, as a young man, named Robyn, was employed 
in pouring oil upon,some part of the steam-engine, 
his clothes were unfortunately caught by one of the 
wheels, and his body was drawn in and literally im- 
paled. His screams brought instant assistance, and 
the machinery was stopped and his person extricated, 
but he had suffered the most frightful injuries. In- 
formation of the horrible occurrence was instantly 
conveyed to St. Peter’s Hospital; and Dr O’Bryen and 
several of the medical officers of that house repaired 
at once to the Messrs. Fry’s factory, and furnished all 
the assistance which it was in their power to bestow ; 
but the injuries are so seyere that the unfortunate 
man can scarcely be hoped to survive,

One of the things that rather surprises the 
English traveller on a Belgian railway is the guard, 
a neat dapper gentleman in a tight-fitting suit of 
blue with a considerable display of bright buttons, 
an enormous allowance of chest, and a horn slung 
over his shoulder to make signals, whose duty it is 
to climb along the side of the carriages when the 
train is going, by means of an invisible footboard 
and a handrail he can barely reach, reminding one, 
especially when getting from one carriage to 
another, of some superannuated bluebottle who, 
having by chance survived the winter months, 
feels himself imperatively called upon to make 
some gymnastic demonstration on the windows at 
the first gleam of a March sunbeam. We can 
carry the simile no farther; for, while the guard 
clings to life and its only apparent means of sup- 
port (the handrail before mentioned) with sur- 
prising tenacity, the unhappy fly is doomed in a 
few short days to leave his inanimate body on the 
window-sill. But we become melancholy, and must 
turn to a livelier subject. A char-di-bane cannot 
be dull, and, though I found a priest sitting oppo- 
site to me, and a swur de charité on one side, they 
were so counterbalanced by a garrulous French-

man, with one arm, and a Yorkshireman, who had 
in some unaccountable manner struck up a friend- 
ship, neither being able to understand the other, 
However, the Frenchman did all the talking, and 
they kept taking perpetual pinches of snuff out of 
one another’s boxes, and then shaking hands with 
every demonstration of intense regard for each 
another. The Frenchman professed the most 
supreme contempt for everything Belgian, and this 
circumstance, made known to his Yorkshire ac- 
quaintance by sneers, shrugs of the shoulders, and 
such rolling of the eyes as would lead any person 
unacquainted with the cause to suppose he was in 
a great state of physical suffering, evidently raised 
him much in the opinion of that worthy. The priest 
flirted with the “ saur” for some time, and at last 
fell asleep, and in that state accompanied the 
rattling of the train with a snore so sonorous that 
one might have mistaken it for the lower stops of 
a cathedral organ. We stopped at Termonde to 
take up anumber of peasants, who were quarrelling 
most lustily, and threatening one another with 
their sticks. However, nothing came of it. I 
have invariably found, indeed, that these noisy 
affairs, both abroad and at home, end in smoke; in 
fact, a continental quarrel most frequently termi- 


nates in the parties hugging as if their lives de- 
pended Rigor it.

In a little under two hours we arrived at Malines, 
better known to my fair readers as Mechlin, famed 
for its lace; but it has little to boast of now, its 
glory has departed, and the lace made there is of a 
very inferior description; it, however, still possesses 
much that is interesting to the traveller, and I 
should recommend those not actually pressed for 
time to pass a day there. The Hotel la Grue, in 
the Grande Place, is the best in the town, ‘The 
Cathedral, which contains one of Vandyke’s finest 
paintings, is in all respects deserving of a visit; 
and the Churches of St. John and Notre Dame 
must not be passed over; in fact, the stranger 
should ramble through the town, and at every 
corner some queer old Flemish house or quaint 
little church will present itself to the view. The 
whole town is the most complete solitude ima- 
ginable, save when the workmen of the different 
factories are going to or returning from their la- 
bours. The railway station at Malines is the spot 
whence diverge the different lines to all parts of 
Belgium, and as they are tolerably close together, 
and there is no protection for persons having to 
change their carriages, save the vigilance of two 
elderly officials with ribands and crosses on their 
breasts and sticks in their hands, and who, by the 
way, are more remarkable for a habit of pouncing 
on some stray tourist who may be standing be- 
tween the lines, and compelling him to get into a 
train that is going in quite an opposite direction 
to the place of his destination, than for any 
good they do beyond looking fierce at all fo- 
reigners, for the honour of their country, there 
are, perhaps, greater facilities offered to the 
travelling public for being knocked down and 
crushed by a fast train or an eccentric locomotive, 
than at any other place in the civilized world. As 
I happened to be going to Brussels I had no occa- 
sion to change my carriage, und ere long we ar- 
The 
priest awoke, and picked up his three-cornered 
cocked hat, which had fallen off during his nap, 
and did not seem improved by acting as a footstool 
to the gentleman next him; the swur de charité 
disappeared with her basket on her arm, the York- 
shireman fought his way through the crowd ina 
great state of anxiety as to his luggage, while the 
one-armed Frenchman, who had nothing but a 
small paper parcel, stuck close to him. I soon 
secured my traps, and took my seat in an omnibus 
bound for the Hotel de Suede. I should recom- 
mend those to whom expense is a matter of no im- 
portance, and who dislike going up hill, to stop at 
the Hotel de Bellevue, in the Place Royale; the 
Hotel de Flandres and the Hotel de France, in 
the same place, are also good, the last not so ex- 
pensive. 

The guide-books speak of Brussels as being 
seated on the river Senne, though, as it is nothing 
more than a second-rate ditch, emitting an effluvia 
that would kill Atkinson or Delcroix in less than 
five minutes, I don’t see why they need say any- 
thing about it; but, I believe, the proper and 
orthodox way of writing a guide-book is to tell 
people as many things as possible that they don’t 
care to know, and, if they were weak enough to 
get by heart, would never be of any use to them, 
I certainly advise all to have recourse to a com- 
missioniare When at Brussels; you are spared much 
trouble, and incur little or no extra expense; go 
about with him during the morning, always be- 
ginning early, dine at the table-d’Adte, and in the 
afternoon stroll in the park, for there you will get 
shade and shelter, and, if you desire it, either ices 
or coffee of first-rate quality at Velloni’s, whose 
summer establishment here is a great convenience 
in the afternoon lounge. 

The palaces of the King and Prince of Orange 
are of course the first lions to be seen, though I 
must say I derived but little gratification from my 
visit, the collection of pictures and statues in the 
latter having been removed to the Hague since the 
revolution, and the works of art in the former 
being confined to a few pictures of inferior value 
by David, so the furniture and the inlaid slippery 
floors were really the only things to see. I will 
Say though that I never knew any one who had 
been that had not some remarkably funny story to 
tell about those same floors, and the gigantic slip- 
pers in which you are made to encase your feet 
before you are permitted to walk, or rather slide, on 
them; the next building to see is the Chamber of 
Representatives, and I should advise those whose 
time is limited to content themselves with a view 
of the outside, as there is but little within to repay 
them for their trouble. The Museum contains some 
good pictures by Flemish masters; and the Bur- 
gundian Library and the Museum of Natural 
History, in the same building, are not to be over- 
looked. The Hotel de Ville is a remarkably fine 
building externally, though the interior contains 
little worth notice. The Cathedral of St. Gudule 
is celebrated for its stained glass windows and 
carved pulpit.

terwards they sold her, and the next mistress she had 
treated her brutally. She was afterwards sold to a 
soldier, who paid £83 for her and married her, and 
she became a free woman.

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NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 

EXPERIMENTS AT Woo.wici.—On Wednesday 
some very interesting experiments were made by Mr. 
John Bennet, in her Majesty’s Dockyard, near Wool- 
wich, in the presence of Captain Sir John Ross, Com- 
mander Ryder of the Vixen, Colonel Cutor, and 
several officers connected with the dockyard. ‘The 
chief object of these experiments was to show the 
value of the ‘ Nautilus” in the preservation of human 
life at sea, or'when exposed to danger by accidentally 
falling into the water. Three men were sustained by 
one belt with perfect ease. The boat of the Vixen, 
steam-sloop, was rigged as a lifeboat in a few minutes, 
and filled with water, in which state she supported six 
men. Upon the valves being opened she rose from the 
water, leaving about six inches in her bottom. Three 
tubes were lashed together, thus forming a raft for the 


bridges and boats. ‘lhese life-preservers appeared to 
be exceedingly light and portable, and were applied to 
the various purposes in a few seconds. The experi- 
ments called forth the warmest coimmendation of all 
those who witnessed them.
